Agricultura , outdoor ingtitutional, and outdoor industrial uses of pesticides containing
norflurazon are prohibited in areas that are specifically managed or designed to recharge ground
water and inside canal and ditch banks, within the Pesticide Management Zones listed in section

6802(h).
